Th« >re is a welcome tin kempt 
ness; the grass is rank and wild; there 
are old trees ranged round its border in 
a symmetrical way. 
The houses round 
are picturesque, because each is distinct. 
It is given over to commission agents, 
merchants and trade generally, 
vet 
within but a few years it was a place of 
genteel residence, like a tonal square, 
and we find the late Cardinal Wiseman 
living in a substantial mansion here. 
Dickens, it w ill Ik» remembered, placed 
Ralph Nieklobv’s house here, which iN 
described on t-heoccasion of the party to 
Sir Frederick and .Sir Mulberry as hav­ 
ing almost palatial apartments and the 
richest furniture.
